The  papers  of  that 
city  teem  with  opinions  expressed  by 
editorial  writers  of  different  political 
opinions,  concerning  tb®  legality  or  il- 
legality  of  the  methods  by  which  his  re¬ 
lease  fioro  Blackwell’s  Island  bas  been 
secured.  That  he  ia  a  great  criminal  and, 
deserving  of  severe  punishment,  no  one 
will  be  foolish  enough  to  deny,  bnt  it 
haidly  seems  in  good  taste  to  call  in 
question  a  legal  decision  rendered  by  the 
highest  judicial  tribunal  o»  the  State,  af¬ 
ter  a  very  cur*  f til,  patient  and  exhaus¬ 
tive  examination  of  the  facts,  as  is  evinc¬ 
ed  by  the  opinion  of  the  learned  judges 
already  published.
